BRITISH EXPERT 
DOUBTS SMOKING 


LONDON, Sept. 2 (UP) — A 
prominent British cancer au- 
thority said today there is no 
simple relation between the 
death rate from lung cancer and 
cigarette smoking. 

“If cigarette smoking is re- 
sponsible for the majority of 
deaths from lung cancer, how 18 
it that people’ in the United 
States who smoke about 30 per 
cent more cigarettes than we 
do, show a death rate from lung 
cancer less than half of ours,” 
he asked in the British Medical 
Journal. 


The question was raised by 
Dr. Sidney Russ, professor of 
physics at Middlesex Hospital 
Medical School. Russ is the 
author of several books on can- 
cer and is regarded as one of 
Britain’s best authorities on the 
subject.

Single demerits are assessed for passing a red 
light, ignoring a stop sign, failing to keep to 
the right, having faulty lights, failing to signal, 
and so on.

How wasteful a people we Americans havé 
been! We have wasted so much 
of our wastes are rich enough for mining. For 
examples, take the Susquehanna river in Pennsyl- 
vania, rich with wasted coal, and the Nolichucky 
river in Tennessee, rich with wasted mica. The 
coal is already being reclaimed, and plans are 
under way to reclaim the mica. 

The coal in the bed of the Susquehanna was 
brought down in small particles from the Penn- 
sylvania anthracite fields and deposited behind.
